ing Code of the City of Menlo Park, 
was passed at the City Council 
meeting on Tuesday night with all 


March 11, 8 p.m. at the City Hall 
was the time and place set for the 
council for public hearings on the 
creation of a modified commercial 
zone with 10-foot front setbacks and ! 
5-foot sideyard areas, and a modi- 
fied apartment house zone that 
would include medical and dental 
buildings.

of the finality of the judgment sent 
from Sacramento.

In this connection we call attention to the fact that out of the 
many applications for help made to the Menlo Park-Atheron Branch 
of the Redwood City Chapter, there were 281 cases in this area that 

Were found to be eligible for relief. Of this number some needed 
food, some clothing, some money, some home-nursing—various wants 
that could only be supplied by a charitable organization acting under 
intelligent direction. Little publicity is given to this type of service, 
but statistics can always be obtained at the local RED CROSS head- 
quarters.

100th Birthday Of Bell

Like his brilliant contemporary, Thomas Edison, Alexander

After some eight or ten months 
of hopeful waiting, letter writing to 
Federal agencies and conferences 
with Federal officials, it» looks as 
though the recreation and utility 
areas of the former Dibble General 
Hospital are about to be declared 
surplus. For the last seven months 
the property has been in the pOsses_ 
sion of Federal Public Housing 
Authority, with Stanford University 
acting as custodian. The details of 
the lease by which Stanford will ob- 
tain from FPHA housing facilities 
for veteran students have now been 
worked out, so that Federal Hous- 
ing is finally in a position to declare 
the area in which we are interested 
excess to its needs. It will then pass 
to War Assets Administration, and 
presumably will be declared surplus 
property promptly. 

Under regulations pertaining to 
real property disposal, the first pri- 
ority goes to Federal agencies. It 
seems unlikely that any Federal ag_ 
ency would be interested in this 
tract of land. Second priority goes 
to the State and local governments. 
We have no reason to believe that 
any second priority holder other 
than the City of Menlo Park has an 
interest in this area. 

The procedure will be first an ap- 
praisal by War Assets of the value 
of the property. Next will be ne- 
gotiation of a discount from the ap_ 
praisal price for the City, which 
discount must then be approved in 
Washington. At this point War As_

This contributor has recently re- 
turned to her Menlo Park home 
from an extended visit to our sister 
country on the south. Her open- 
ing question was ours—Kditor. 

“Did you see any revolutions in 
Central America?” ‘Travelers need 
not worry on that score, for if a 
revolution was in the making or act_ 
ually going on, I doubt if you would 
be allowed to enter, or the process 
woyld be so elaborate with red tape 
that you would give up in despair. 

The biggest headache in these so- 
called Banana Republics, is the 
money. In Mexico a dollar is a 
peaso, in Guatemala it’s a Quetsal, 
from their sacred bird (humor?) ; in 
El Salvador and Costa Rico, a Colon 
(Columbus) ; in Honduras, the Lem- 
pira; in Nicaragua, a Cordova; and 
in Panama, a Balboa; while in Ja- 
maico, the English pound is the 
unit.

On Sunday morning the sermon 
at the 11 o’clock Holy Communion 
service will be preached by Bishop 
Nicholai of Ochrida and Zicha, of 
the Serbian Orthodox Church in 
Yugoslavia. Bishop Nicholai was| 
treed from the Dachau concentra- j 
tion camp by the American Army in 
1945. Ue is on the Pacific Coast to 
visit members of his Church and to 
recover his health. In April, 1941, 
on the Sunday before the Nazis en- 
tered Belgrade, Bishop Nicholai 
preached in his Cathedral urging 
the people to remain true to the 
Serbian traditions of freedom and 
the Christian Faith at any cost. 
The Nazis immediately arrested him, 
put him in jail, and for four years 
moved him from prison camp to 
prison camp. Two years before his 
liberation he was sent to Dachau, 
and was there’ confined to his cell 
for 23 hours of every day, with no 
books but the Bible and his prayer 
book. 

Bishop Nichclai graduated from 
the theologicai seminary in Bel- 
grade and was later professor of 
theology there. He has received the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
the Universities of Berne, Oxford 
and Glasgow, and Doctor of Sacred 
Theology from Columbia. This is 
his third visit to the United States, 
his first, in 1921, being to plead 
for the needs of the children in 
Serbia. His presence in this coun- 
try at present adds special interest 
to the Presiding Bishop’s fund for 
World Relief which has already 
helped many young Serbian stud- 
ents among the great numbers of 
displaced persons in Europe.
